Mridge-lovin,  on  ThurfJay,  the  2id  day  of  De- 
cember, 1774. 

TH  E  articles  of  the  Aflociation  entered  Into 
by  the  American  Continental  Congrefs 
being  publicly  read,  weie  HnaniniouDy  approved 
of;  whereupon  i(  was  ref  Ved,  that  a  commiitee 
of  thirty-five  perfons  be  appointed  to  carry  the 
fame  into  execution  throughout  the  county;  ac- 
cordingly the  following  perfons  were  chofen,  viz. 
Abraham  Jones,  Thomas  Malkell,  Ephraim  Har- 
ris,  Silas  Newcomb,  Ephraim  Seely,  Daniel 
Elmore,  Jonathan  Ayres,  Elijah  Hand,  David 
Bowen,  and  Jolhua  Brick,  Efquires ;  Meflieurs 
John  Wheaton,  Benjamin  Mulford,  Abijah 
ffolme',  Thomas  Brown,  Joel  Fithian,  Daniel 
Mifkcll,  John  Gibbon,  Michael  Hofhell,  Tho- 
mas Daniel,  Jonathan  Smith,  William  Aul,  Jo- 
feph  Sheppard,  Ifaac  Prefton,  Samuel  Leak, 
Mark  Ryley,  John  Buck,  Ezekiel  Fofter,  Jofeph 
Newcomb,  Jonathan  Lore,  John  Terry,  Gideon 
Heaton,  Richard  Wood,  Joftiua  Ewing,  John 
Laning,  and  Thomas  Ewing. 

As  foon  lis  the  committee  were  chofen,  they 
were  publicly  informed,  that  a  quantity  of  Tea 
had  been  fecretly  landed  at  Greenwich,  and  that 
the  inhabitants  of  that  town  had  taken  the  alarm, 
and  had  chofen  a  pro  tetiiport  committee  of  five 
perfons,  to  take  care  <of  the  fame  until  the  com- 
miitee of  the  county  WM  chofen  ;  the  general  com- 
mittee then  withdrew,  in  order  to  cDnlider  what 
(hould  hedore  in  the  aflPalr,  and  came  into  the 
following  refol  jtion,  namely,  That  this  Commit- 
tee, being  ignorant  of  the  principles  on  which  the 
faid  tea  was  imported,  or  whence  it  came,  and' 
not  being  able  to  get  information  thereof,  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  importer's  abfence,  do  think  it  bed  to 
have  it  privately  ftored,  and  agree  to  meet  at, ten 
o'clock  to-morrow,  in  order  to  take  care  of  the 
fame.  Accordingly  they  met  the  next  day  agree- 
able to  appointment,  and  found  to  their  furprize 
that  the  tea  had  been  deftroyed,  by  perfons  un- 
known, th>  night  before,  at  the  tiflie  the  commit- 
tee were  fitting  at  Bridgetown  j  whereupon  the 
committee  further  entered  -into  tfie  refolves  fol- 
lowing : 

L  That  we  entirely  difapproTe  of  the  deftroy- 
ing  the  abovementioned  tea,  it  bting  entirely  con- 
trary to  our  refolves,  • 

U.  That  we  will  not  conceal,  nor  proteft  from 
juftice,  »ny  of  tlie  perpetrators  of  the  above  faft.
